Protesters plan return for GOP

Republican National Convention. 
While mostly black volunteers 
were 
dismantling 
“ Resurrection 
City II," about 60 white youths 
attended a meeting at the Jewish 
Cultural Center to plan next month’s 
demonstrations. 
Stew Albert, blond-bearded leader 
of the Zippie faction of the Youth 
International 
Party, 
called 
for 
massive civil disturbances during 
the GOP convention. 


“Everyone understands this has 
been a dress rehearsal and they 
were supposed to go home and bring 
back their whole communities,” he 
said. “ Miami Beach is not very big. 
If you filled it up with enough CD 
(civil disobedience), nothing could 
move. 


But Hippie poet Alan Ginsburg 
urged restraint. 
“ If there’s going to be a negative 
confrontation, young people and old 


people won’t come,” he said. “ It 
would be more meaningful to have a 
ring of silent people —young and old 
—circling the convention hall as 
Richard Nixon gives his acceptance 
speech.” 


He said he felt that aggressive 
demonstrations 
would 
prompt 
backlash. 


Representatives of the Zippies, 
Yippies, Gay Power, the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War and other 
organizations also discussed plans

AFL-CIO forces fought hard at the 
Democratic convention in Miami 
Beach 
to 
prevent 
McGovern’s 
nomination for President, and most 
of the federation’s leaders appear 
ready to withhold their support from 
him. 
McGovern,

from 
presidents Jerry Wurf of the 550,000-

They often are at 
odds with Meany. 
President I.W. Abel of the Steel 
Workers Union, a powerful member

not work for McGovern’s election.

AFL-CIO 
General 
Board 
(composed of the Executive Council 
plus one representative from each of 
the 117 unions in the federation) was 
to meet in Chicago Aug. 30 to decide 
whether to endorse a presidential 
candidate. But sources said the 
council may cancel that meeting 
and decide Wednesday whether to 
endorse McGovern or Nixon or 
neither. 
There appeared little likelihood, 
however, that the federation would 
endorse Nixon, as Calhoon and 
Lyons did, because it has criticized 
the administration so stron^y on 
economic and other domestic issues.

Judge bars $1.90 wage 
from control exemptions

decision that could affect millions of

a federal judge Friday 
barred the government from using 
$1.90 an hour as the ceiling for 
exempting 
workers 
from 
wage 
controls. 
U.S. District Court Judge William 
B. Jones ruled against the Cost of 
Living Council (COLC) in a blow to 
the administration’s wage stabiliza­ 
tion program 
The decision was 
certain to be carried to the U S. 
Court of Appeals. 
“COLC’s alarm at the prospec t of 
an exemption from wage controls 
for 50 per cent of the nonsupervisory 
working force is less convincing in 
light of its recent ruling exempting 
small businesses from both price 


and wage regulations, " Jones said in 
hisdec’ision. 
The AFL-CIO, which was a party 
to the case, estimated that up to 9 
million workers were covered by the 
$1 90 exemption The International

(lUEW), which brought the suit, and 
the AFL-CIO argued the hourly 
wage ceiling should have been set at

Financing headaches face 
McGovern in California

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
— Campaign leaders for 
Sen. George McGovern are 
planning a massive direct 
mail campaign to raise $25 
million for the upcoming 
presidential race. 
California Democrats will 
be counted on to bring in 
$2.5 million which is 10 
percent of the total.

The play starts out nor­ 
mally enough. Dummy’s ace 
of clubs holds the first trick 
and West wins the second 
trick with the ace of trumps. 
He leads a second club and 
South ruffs. 
Now South plays another 
trump and East must dis­ 
card. E ast’s correct discard 
is his last club. This card 
is useless but it should be 
played in accordance with 
the principle of, “Treat ’em 
rough and tell ’em nothing.’’ 
At the table. East made 
the mistake of discarding a 
low spade. 
Eddy might have made 
the hand even without this 
tell-tale play, but he had no 


trouble after it was made. 
He simply led a s p a d e 
from dummv. finessed his 
jack and played ace-king 
and a small diamond. 
It didn’t matter which op­ 
ponent won the trick. If West 
won, he would have to lead 
a club and give Eddy a ruff 
and discard. If East won, he 
could go the ruff and discard 
route or lead a spade away 
from the king and up to 
dummy’s queen. 
How did Eddy know that 
East had started with five 
spades? East was a good 
enough player to make it a 
point to hang onto as many 
spades as dummy and would 
not h a v e discarded that 
spade from a four-card or 
shorter spade holding.

young housewife hoping to 
hit upon a stunning “ find”— 
may yet be gobbled up by 
city planners 


The hard cold fact is that 
the paradise of bargain hunt­ 
ers is threatened with evic­ 
tion. 


Paris is bursting at the 
seams. The 125 acres of in­ 
tricate 
alleyways 
of 
the 
world’s 
largest 
accumula­ 
tion of bric-a-brac, situated 
on the outskirts of the city, 
is the kind of location which 
makes building promoters* 
mouths water 
The entire population of 
the Flea Market has been 
fighting the project for the 
last 10 years. No amount of 
city 
planning, 
they 
say, 
could ever replace the pic­ 
turesque ambiance of this 
market and its denizens 
‘ I m pr ov e m e n t s , " ’ they 


argue, would destroy the last 
of 
the 
medieval 
fairs—a

b u y e r s .

ready 238 owners have re­

The actual 
Flea Market 
originated around 1830 un­

tottering 
shacks 
alive with colonies of fleas 
and verm in Hence the nam e 
—M arche aux Puces 
In the Middle Ages, stu­ 
dents of the Paris universi­ 
ty ca m e here to the annual 
book-and-parchment fair to 
buy their supplies. In much 
later 
tim es, 
the 
n a r r o w 
streets are thick with luxuri­ 
ous cars with diplomatic or 
foreign plates, and sight-see­ 
ing buses, parked in the ad 
joining streets Well-dressed 
tourists and antique buyers 
saunter in and out of the five 
different “ zones" in search 
of the unusual, usually en d ­ 
ing up footsore and weary 
The day of ‘ discoveries,’* 
alas, is long past Time was 


when one might hope to un­ 
earth an El Greco, a G au­ 
guin or a Monet from be­ 
hind a stack of painted hor­ 
rors. or a fragile piece of 
18th-century porcelain.

Most high school students 
are out sunning themselves 
now. working at su m m e r 
jobs to pick up c o l l e g e 
money or just lazing about, 
basking in the sensation of 
not having to go to class. 


Not so the 20 young peo­ 
ple who make up the student 
body of the Elizabeth Clean­ 
ers Street School here. They 
can’t afford to forget about 
school over the summer be­ 
cause if they did, t h e r e 
wouldn't be any school for 
them to return to in the fall. 


Elizabeth C l e a n e r s is a 
“free ' school, completely in­ 
dependent of the New York 
City school system It is the 
personal, private creation of 
a group of students who two 
years ago decided, for vary­ 
ing reasons, that the public 
schools were not giving them 
the education they needed. 
They organized the student 
body themselves, hired the 
t e a c h e r s themselves, and 
found a place to hold classes 
themselves. 


You reach the school by 
riding a shuddering elevator 
to the eighth floor of a dingy 


office building in lower Man 
huttun. The students rented 
two rooms at $300 a month 
but reqlized they were being 
overcharged and refused to 
sign a lease, so the landlord 
refused to turn on the elec­ 
tricity. T h e r e will be no 
night 
classes 
at 
Elizabeth 
C l e a n e r s until the school 
m oves into a new locution 
next full 


“ You serve a year. Your 
body is in the stockade for a 
year, but their souls are 
tormented for a lifetim e. 
Why? Because you are a 
selfish, spoiled boy, that’s 
why. 
“There is no punishment 
in the world that I could 
inflict upon you that could in 
any way com pensate for 
what you are doing to your 
mother and father. I have 
not spent five cents raising 
you. I didn’t know you from 
Adam. But your mother and 
father have put their lives, 
their hearts, their sweat, 
their money and everything 
else they have into bringing 
you up. And now they have 
to sit in this courtroom and 
listen to a total stranger 
who had nothing to do with 
your upbringing scold you 
and put you in jail. 


“This is at a tim e when 
phony kids your age are 
yelling, 
You adults have 
your alcohol, we want our 
drugs; 
you have polluted 
our water and our air, you 
have polluted this and that’

4-time Olympic champ Oerter 
has flung his last discus

NEW YORK— (NEA)—In 
stead of going to the Olym­ 
pics where he would inevi­ 
tably win a n o t h e r gold 
medal for the discus throw, 
A1 Oerter will remain home 
in Long Island sprinkling 
water on his turnip patch 


He says he probably won’t 
even watch the discus com­ 
petition on television. 


“You don’t see the true 
Olympics on television, any­ 
way,’’ says Oerter. “In fact, 
you hardly even see the true 
Olympics at the time of the 
event. It’s what happens in 
the pits in the two weeks 
b e f o r e the e v e n t that 
counts.’’ 


Oerter is an undeniable 
expert on the subject. He 
performed the unique feat 
of winning gold medals in 
four s u c c e ssiv e Olympics. 
1956, 1960, 1964 and 1968 


Oerter 
believes that 
at 
age 35 it would take him 
three hours a day of twirl­ 
ing and lunging and grunt­ 
ing and heaving his heavy 
plate to assure himseli gold 
medal No. 5 Once it took 
him half that time. “It’s too 
much to ask of a family man 
at my age," says Oerter. 


So he will spend his time 
now putting the vegetables 
on the table ("I'm an or 
ganic gardening freak” ) and 
putting bread on the table 
(he’s data communications 
manager for the Grumman 
Corp.) for his wife and two 
daughters. 


He stays in condition by 
jogging 15-20 minutes a day, 
and adamantly says he has 
dung his last serious disk 
He has lost 60 pounds to 
prove it. He would beef up 
to 295 pounds for the event, 
but now is back to his "nor­ 
mal’’ weight, a weight which

tions, as long as they weren t 
competing in your event. "I 
scarcely tried to improve an­ 
other discus thrower’s per 
formance," he said. 


What Oerter will be miss­ 
ing on TV, he said, would be 
the "zonking" that goes on 
in the pits, the practice ses­ 
sions for two weeks before 
the event 


He’d walk over to a Ro­ 
manian discus thrower and 
ask him how Poland was, 
said Oerter “Zonk He was 
walking around like King 
Kong, now he was shrunk to 
size. ’ 


He’d tell another in prac­ 
tice that he was really throw­ 
ing well and to keep throw 
ing, hoping the guy would 
tire himself out Meanwhile. 
Oerter watched from a su­ 
pine position in the grass 
When another o p p o n e n t 
b r a g g e d that he had just 
thrown 225 feet, Oerter with 
feigned comradely interest 
would insist on seeing him 
do it again "If he didn’t," 
said O e r t e r , "it was all 
downhill for him from then 
on." 
Oerter got his first such 
psyching lessons in his first 
Olympics, 
1956, when, he 
recalls, “ I was the rawest ol 
rookies " He was practicing 
with Fortune Gordien, then 
the favorite and world rec 
ord holder 
Gordien followed Oerter 
in the throw He gradually 
began to hurry his throw so 
that Oerter hardly had time 
to breathe 
"He made me so nervous," 
recalls Oerter, 
that 
I fi 
nally threw one backwards 
It was an accident, but it 
whistled right past Gordien’s 
ear and slammed into the 
net It could have taken his 
head off 
He was shaking 
He didn’t h u r r y me any 
more after that.”

“ I’ve never seen either of them plav,” 
says the 23-year-old righthander, “ but I 
still say my sister is the best.” 
Randy 
Mofitt,

Phoenix last month, has worked in 15 
gam es so far for the Giants and is carrying 
around a fine 2.48 earned run average, 
wasn't the least bit surprised when his 
sister beat Evonne Goolagong for the 
Wimbledon title last week. 
A reporter called up Moffitt to give him 
the news in Montreal where he was with 
the Giants and Moffitt, still in bed at the 
tim e, kept a cap on any excess enthusiasm 
he might have had and said m erely “ that’s 
nice” 
when 
informed 
of 
his 
sister’s 
triumph. 
“ I expected it,” he says. “She had called 
my parents from London. She told them 
her knees felt good, and''said flat out she 
was going to win. Then when I spoke with 
my parents, they told m e what she said and 
that’s why I expected her to w in.” 


Randy Moffitt and Billy Jean are close 
Very close, even though she’s five years 
older. 
"We never had a single argum ent,” says 
the Giants’ rookie. “ People find that hard 
to believe, but it’s the truth.” 
Like his older sister, Randy Moffitt was 
crazy about tennis as a kid. He played it 
com petitively until he was 14 and he played 
it well. 
How well? 
“ I never lost a match in a tournament,” 
says Moffitt. 
He makes the statement specifically in 
answer to a question, not as a piece of 
braggadocio. 
Billie Jean, as a matter of fact, always 
felt her brother would have gone on to 
become a better tennis player than she is 
had he stuck with it. 
“She has told me I had more natural 
tennis ability than she did, but I think she’s 
wrong,” says Moffitt. 
One thing for sure, Randy Moffitt has the 
sam e confidence as his sister. 
“ When the Giants brought me up from 
Phoenix, I felt I could pitch here,” he says. 
“Don McMahon has helped me a lot. No, 
I’m not that anxious about becoming a 
starter. I prefer relief pitching. Why? It’s 
more exciting. You know when you come to 
the ball park you’re going to get a chance 
to pitch. Som etim es you can be in there 
every day and that’s something I like.” 
Moffitt was nervous for the first few 
days but he’s over it now. 
“ When I go out there to the mound now I 
don’t feel, gee, this is the big leagues,” ’ he 
says. 
Randy Moffitt isn’t overwhelmed by the 
opposition. 
Nor does he curl up and die when they 
yell at him: 
“Hey, Billie Jean! Where’s your tennis 
racquet?” 
He considers it a compliment.
